WASHINGTON, May 23.—At the Presby- 


terian assembly to-day, ex-Moderator 
Smith, president of the united Christian 
commission, organized for work in con- 
nection with the United States army, 
submitted a statement to the effect 
that the commission must discourage 
the enlistment of sons of Christian fam- 
ilies into the army, unless some safe- 
guards now lacking are thrown around 
them. Gambling in the army is not 
prohibited either by law or regulation, 
and i& encouraged by the example of 
the older officers and soldiers 
The 


post canteen affords unrestricted op- 
portunity for and inducement to drink; 
the architecture of the barracks places 
Christian soldiers at a fearful disadvan- 
tage, expo&ing them to the vices and 
the indecencies of the irreligious mem- 
bers of the rank and file to Sunday 
work, not called for by any exigency 
still required by the army authorities, 
in fact they are discouraged. 
The 


commission recommended that the 
army orders of August 6th last on this 
subject be revoked and chaplains be 
appointed for every regiment. 


The recommendations were adopted. 
The assembly took up the Briggs 


case immediately after prayers. 
Two 


reports relative to the case were pre- 
sented by the judicial committee. Dr. 
Baker addressed the assembly, deplor- 
ing the fact that the committee did no 
present a unanimous report, expressed 
the hope that whatever decision was

A Letter From Najilcs. 


Life is not a newspaper and certainly 


not a sensational one, tout the following 
extracts from a personal letter written 
from Naples and by a person in whom 
we have implicit confidence impart a bit 
of news which is of some interest to the 
American pnblio. 


The doctors sent here from tho United 


States to look after the shipment of rags 
and emigrants from this port are in a 
state of despair. They have sent cable- 
gram after cablegram to the home au- 
thorities stating that the regulations are 
not being observed. From different ports 
that they have inspected there are now 
being shipped to the United States rags 
which contain bandages bearing the 
Hamburg hospital mark and used during 
the cholera season there, rags from Jeru- 
salem that have come from the leprous 
patients and rags from Egypt that have 
been used by people suffering from that 
dreadful ophthalmia, which is so con- 
tagious. 


The doctors have just come from tho 


examination of a ship about to sail for 
the United States -with 1,100 of the most 
miserable class of Italians, withall kinds 
of skin diseases and covered with dirt 
and vermin. The people say they are go- 
ing to Mulberry street, New York, which 
to them means America. On Wednesday 
800 more go out and on Saturday another 
lot. 


The rag' shippers have a way of mark- 


ing the bales of rags "disinfected," when 
no inspector has over been near them, 
and shipping them to England, whence 
they are reshippod to New York.—Life.

A Thousand Dol'.nrs For a 3-cenfc Stamp. 
There was a notable gathering of phi- 


latelists at the Real Estate Exchange the 
other day, it being the second day's sale 
of the De Coppet collection. 
Every 


stamp collector knew that there would 
be offered some of the rarest stamps of 
the different issues of British Guiana. 
The sale opened with rare issues of Brit- 
ish Honduras, and though these brought 
good prices every one was waiting for 
lot 358—British Guiana, 1850 issue, 2 
cents, circular, on rose paper^ cut round, 
but neatly mounted on a piece of the 
same paper cut square, used. 
This 


stamp is one of sis extant. Three were 
in the Tapling collection and are now in 
the British nraseum, one is in a private 
collection in England and another in 
Prance. 


The auctioneer, J. W. Scott, hoped 


that this one specimen, which was yet in 
the United States, would remain here. 
The bidding was begun at $600 and went 
rapidly upward until it got into $900, 
and the stamp was at last knocked down 
to R. F. Albrecht for $1,010, the highest 
price ever given for a single stamp at an 
auction sale.—New York Tribune. 


Churches Hustling For Tcnoro.

Experimenting With Corn. 


"I made a queer and a very interesting 


experiment with a growing cornstalk," 
said Harvey Samuels as he settled in one 
of the great rockers in ilie Lmtlell. "I 
had always heard a great deal about the 
effect of injecting medicines and food 
into human beings, the method being pro- 
nounced preferable and more beneficial 
in cases of extreme illness than that of 
feeding through the regular channels. 
My work with this corn plant vac Jitcid- 
edly interesting. I secured a small glass 
syringe with n, very flue point to it. After 
the corn was two weeks old and only a few 
inches tall I began to inject tho unfer- 
men ted juice of crushed apples,. My first 
in.iec.tion was uot quite a drop. Three 
days later I repeated the dose, increasing 
it slightly 
In a httle while tho injection 


was a daily occurrence and tho dose in- 
creased proportionately. The cornstalk 
waxed fat and tall 
All along it gave 


promise of great size and large fruit. 


"Its height in July was fully 16 inches 


above the tallest stalk in tho field. Its 
ears were much larger, while tho silken 
tassel was much smaller and lacked the 
depth of color characteristic of the other 
plants. I took au ear homo to steam 
and eat. I can tell yon that the quality 
of that corn for eating purposes was ex 
cellent. It smacked a little of apple, 
just the slightest siiggeutiou of it, and 
not at all disagreeable as o;u> might sup- 
pose 
The grains were l'tr;,f und ;jmcy.
